Outrage on an American Missionary. — The 

United States covette Constellation, after r so- 
journ here about ten days, had taken her depar- 
ture for Messina. It was at one time thought 
that sbe would first steer for the coast of Syria, 
in order to give the support of her presence to 
the American Consul -General, who left for Jaffa, 
a few days ago, for the purpose of making an 
investigation into the circumstances attending an 
outrage of a most ruffianly nature of which an 
American missionary, stationed at Jaffa, and his 
family have lately been the victims. This gen 
tleman's house was broken into during the night, 
he himself stunned by a blow on the head, his 
son-in-law killed outright, and his wife and 
daughter subjected to the grossest indignities at 
the hands of the assassins. The atrocity has 
been ascribed to an out break of Mahometan fa- 
naticism, but it seems as likely that it was mere- 
ly an aggravated case of burglary, and Mr. De 
Leon, the United States Consul, will no doubt 
find the Turkish authorities fully disposed to 
second him in his efforts to trace out the authors 
of the crime, without the necessity of the threat 
that would be implied by the presence of a ship 
of war— Correspondence London Times, Feb. 5. 



Night before last, while the Senate was in ex 
ecutive session, two Administration Senators had 
a personal collision in one of the lobbies. They 
were parted, however, before any blows were 
struck. One of them was the president's mouth- 
piece (Bigler),who had, in some manner, offend- 
ed an Arkansas Senator. The latter was about 
to chastise the Pennsvlvanian, when a New Eng- 
land Senator and a Mississippi Senator interfered 
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The Ministerial Change in England. 

The London Times, noticing the formation of 
a Ministry by Lord Derby, says: 

We have now before us the penitential sheet 
in which England submits to envelope herself by 
way of expiating the offense of receiving an in 
eolent despatch. It is as ghastly and thin, as 
colorless, as devoid of substance and destitute of 
outline, as a robe of penace ought to be. The 
occasion being one of duty, it almost precludes 
criticism; in fact, all the remark it is possible to 
make on the programme before us is that one or 
two of the arrangements are respectable * • • 
It will be seen that Lord Derby has not been 
able to gain any assistance whatever from the 
other sections of the political world He cannot 
show the accession of one single name from the 
parties bv whose aid he steps into "power." 

The Peelites and Radicals have raised him 
over their heads into office, but there they leave 
him alone in his glory. They have answered a 
common purpose, or gratified a common feeling 
by ousting Lord Palmerston, and installing Lord 
Derby in his place; but there ends the partnership, 
the dissolution of which will be gazetted in the 
number which announces that Lord Derby has 
kissed hands. 

It will soon be far from convenient for Mr. 
Milner Gibson or Mr. Gladstone to strengthen 
the hands of the men who hunted down Sir R. 
Peel; and when that is the case they will act up- 
on old feelings or some new convenience, and 
send Lord Derby back to the position in which 
he, at least, has so little regret 

But was it ever proved so plain that they who 
were not wise before experience will not be wise 
after? Lord Derbv has positively not one acces 
sionof strength since the days when he repeatedly 
declined the offer of power for want of men. He 
has not a man more than he had when he inform 
ed her Majesty that, whatever the inbereLt good- 
ness of his cause, he had scarcely a statesman of 
note on bis side. All that can be said is that he 
has kept his flock together, a praise common to 
every refuge, and to the lowest place wherever 
grav'iation has free play. Either these gentle- 
men have immediately risen in the scale of ere 
ation, or England has immensely sunk, if she ac- 
ceps her new rules without a remonstrance. We 
are reminded, however, that this is a moral ques 
tion; nav, more, it is an affair of honor, when all 
ordinary estimates are out of place, and where a 
grain of true dignity is worth more than shiploads 
of utility or genius. 

It is better to retrieve our honor with France, 
under the auspices of Derby, Disraeli. Mil meg 
bury. Kllenborough, Bulwer Lytton, Lord John 
Manners, General Peel, and the rest, than to 
flounder on with a bankrupt character under Pal 
merston. Clarendon, Sir Cornwall Lewis, Sir Geo. 
Grey, Sir Charles Wood, and their colleagues — 
We have exchanged intellectual for moral great 
ness, and can afford to part with the false glare of 
bold and constructive legislation, if we can only- 
say that we have uot pocketed an affront. For 
our part, we most devoutly hope that onr new 
Ministers will not have to encounter the same 
trial as the last; that no scoundrel will fling an 
English grenade or fire an English revolver at 
the Emperor for the next twelvemonth; that 
Walewski will henceforth content himself with 
suggesting topics to some fitb-rate English paper, 
aud that the French Colonels may find a foe wor 
thy of their prowess in the interior of Africa. — 
We should be glad to see Lord Derby's political 
path laid with the softest turf, and cleared of all 
the dangers that proverbiallv lie in the course of 
a statesman. Yet, even at the best, we have 
some serious misgivings. We are far more sure 
of our loss than of our gain in the exchange we 
have just suffered. Grant that there is some- 
thing low in political abilitv, and that intellect 
is of this world, yet we do not feel quite confi 
dent that the present gain of moral worth is such 
as to dispense with those vulgar appliances. 

Nor can it be forgotten that this is a practical 
world. Parliament, after performing a grand act 
of faith in the immolatiou of Palmerston and his re 
creant colleagues, will probablv spend soma time, 
at least the fortnight's recess, in a pleasing thrill 
of self complacency. It will see Britannia hold- 
ing the balance, wherein Palmerston and Claren- 
don kick the beam, while Derby. Malmesbury. 
and the other champions of English honor de 
scend with native gravitv. But the grandest 
spectacles weary in time, and the indefatigable 
malice and ingenuity of politicians are sura to 
raise up new questions, in which old scores will 
be forgotten, and intellect, expediency, and such 
hard things once more hold sway. When this is 
the case — when it comes to India, to China, to 
Parliamentary Reform, to the consolidation of 
our laws, to a dozen other subjects impending 
over us, it remains to be ascertained whether the 
new Ministry will hold their own — to use the 
vulgar slang of secular politicians — against the 
old.

Democratic Primary Elections-— the Live 
and Dead Rabbits in Collision — Dem- 
ocratic Rows and Rioting. 

The "Democracy" of the City held their Ward 
Caucuses last evening, for the choice of delegates 

to she City Convention, to be held to day ; and, 
in some of the Wards, the scenes which were en- 
acted were quite consistent with the most liberal 
ideas of the "largest liberty," in thought, speech, 
yells, oaths, pistols, and scrimmages. At this 
late hour of the night, it is impossible to describe 
all the scenes witnessed at the various polls, 
which may be regarded but as a prelude to the 
excitement and controversy that will be exhibited 
in the nominating Convention to day 

The great battle field of the Democracy were 
in the 4th, 13th and 15th Wards. In the former, 
the polls were held at the engine house on Vine 
street, and there was the wildest confusion im 
aginable. The "Live Rabbits" had everything 
to their liking, and used their power with a ty 
mimical hand. They opened the polls when they 
pleased, and closed "them at the same personal 
promptings, and defied their opponents to 40 their 
best. The Chairman of the meeting mounted 
the engine with a pistol, and swore to have his 
own way, and his hundred oaths were verified — 
His party were triumphant. The "Dead Rab 
bits" were routed, "horse foot and dragoons," 
and loudly proclaimed that there was fraud and 
corruption in the election. They boldly charged 
that men standing near the ballot box put in half 
a dozen votes at a time, and that in numberless 
instances boys in their teens were permitted to 
vote over arid over again. The "Dead Rabbits" 
therefore, proclaimed the election illegal because 
carried by fraud, and swear by St. Patrick that 
they will nor submit. 

At the closing of the polls it was found that 
the "Live Rabbits" had polled 768 votes, and 
the "Dead" ones but 185. The successful party 
paraded up Vine street to Third, and then down 
upon the opposite side of the street to the en 
gine house, where their defeated opponents were 
mourning over the defeat, or venting bitter cur- 
ses upon the "Live Rabbits." The approaching 
party made night hideous with demoniac yells, 
aud the "Dead Rabbits" tried to equal them in 
strength of lungs. The parties finally mingled 
together, and for a time a general muss was an 
ticipated, but after quarreling and screaming for 
an hour, they separated without a fight. 

In the Thirteenth Ward, at the engine house 
on Sycamore street, a like scene of confusiou 
prevailed. An immense crowd of people assem 
bled, completely filling up the street, and the 
polls were opeued amidst the wildest confusion. 
The ballots were cast in a canvass engine bucket, 
large enough to accommodate the whole Demo 
cracy of the city, and there were voters enough 
to represent the whole, if they had been 
permitted to cast as many ballots as 
they intended to. Hoots, yells, screams, 
screeches and oaths, that reminded one of a vivid 
description af Pandemonium, were triumphant. 
"Down with the Tipperaries!" and "Up with the 
Live Rabbits!" were the rallying cries, until the 
masses of the "Unterrified," becoming disgusted 
with the slow process of polling a single vote at a 
t une, rushed like an avalanche into the building, 
and broke up all further proceedings One of the 
Inspectors seized the canvass bucket containing 
the ballots, and fled like a frightened deer, fol 
lowed by his associates. The multitude took 
possession of the house, and amused themselves 
with an out pouring of Democratic spirit; quite 
in harmony with political brutality, excited by 
bad whisky and mobocratic patriotism. 

In the Fifteenth Ward there was much feeling 
and a knock or two, but the election progressed 
with less excitement than in the other Wards 
There was the same characteristic noise and 
confusion that were so promiuent in the other 
Wards, but the inspectors managed to get 
through the election without having it broken up 
by a row. 

In tho Fourteenth Ward a pretty direct fight 
was made upon the Lecompton question, and 
the office holders who swallow that bitter pill 
rejoice with exceeding great joy that they sue 
ceeded in electing their delegates. 

In several of the Wards the defeated parties 
were loud in their denunciations of the election of 
delegates and the nominations of Ward officers, 
and the result will be that those who were not 
strong enough to carry their own delegatus, 
already announce their determination not only 
to oppose the candidates nominated, but to pre- 
sent tickets of their own "on the 



The New York Bank Defalcation . — The 
Journal of Commerce has the following in relation 
to the defalcation of Brotherson, a clerk in the 
Union Bank, already briefly alluded to by the tel- 
graph: 



One of the chief topics or discussion in finan 
cial circles to day is the defalcation at the Union 
Bank. We notice that some persons are dispos 
ed to criticise the watchfulness of the presiding of- 
ficers, as if the loss were owing to some derelic 
tion of duty on their part, but we see nothing in 
the facts of the case to warrant such an assump 
tion. A few days ago a detective police officer 
called at the Union Bank, and informed the pres- 
ident that a clerk in that institution had been seen 
to lose a large amount of money in a gambling 
house and there was a suspicion that all was not 
right. The clerk was known in the house as 
"Bob," and as there was no one answering the 
description, the president thought there must be 
some mistake, but immediately instituted further 
inquiries. In a day or two the detective was able 
to identify Benjamin K. Brotherson, a book keep 
er in the bank, as the suspected man. The pres 
ident could scarcely believe the statement, as he 
had found Brotherson a clerk in the bank when 
he took charge of it twenty years ago, and there 
had never been a breath of suspicion against him. 
He immediately engaged an expert to examine 
Brotherson's ledger, and the defalcation was dis 
covered. The defaulter having observed enough 
to know that he was suspected, left the bank un- 
der pretence of having a tooth ache, and his 
whereabouts cannot be discovered. The ledger 
shows a deficiency of about $127,000, but most of 
this must have been abstracted many years ago. 
Brotherson's wife converses freely in regard to it, 
and stated to a lawyer who called upon her, that 
some years ago, previous to her marriage, B., 
told her that there was a defalcation in the Union 
Bank of $100,000, and asked her if she would 
marry him knowing this fact! She consented, 
and has faithfully kept his secret, but she says 
that it has worried him night and day, and that 
he has repeatedly resolved to make a confession 
to the president, but could not raise sufficient 
courage. She says that B., asked for his pistol 
when he left, but seeing his excitement she re- 
fused to let him have it, and he went away with- 
out it, telling her that she would not see him 
again for many years. 

As the book-keeper did not handle any of the 
bank's funds, he could only perpetrate* fraud by 
collusion with some customers of the bank. In 
this case, the operations runs so far back that the 
whole of the combination has not yet come to 
light. It appears that Jacob H. Mott opened an 
account with the new bank (the Union having 
been wound upas a chartered institution, and re- 
organized as an association under the Genera 1 
Law) in the year 1856, and that the book keeper 
continually credited him with fictitious amounts; 
in some cases adding a figure at the left hand of 
an actual deposit, in other entering an amount 
entirely fictitious, when no deposit had been made. 
Of course, these credits were balanced by a cor- 
responding debt against some account which had 
s large balance, whenever the book-keeper was 
required to furnish his balance sheet. The 
amount of overdrafts on this account, is about 
$45,000, and it is probable that the remainder of 
he defalcation ran far back into the business of 
he old bank. 

Mott is a broker and reputed wealthy. The 
Mayor refused to accept bail for his appearrnce.
